The 
clattering hoofs of the Idle Hour 
Farm's Bubbling Over were only 
inches behind when Clarence Turn- 
er pulled Canter’s head down and 
shoved his nose first under the 
wire. Display, owned by Walter J. 
Salmon, was third and Commander 
J. K. Le Ross’ Penstick, an added 
starter, fourth. 

Canter paid $20.90 on a $2 pari- 
mutuel_ ticket. His time was 
1:40 45 on a heavy track. The J. 
Edwim Griffith colt was lighted in 
the wagering, apparently because 
of rumors before the race that he 
had suffered from a fever. 

Race Worth $59,340. 

The victory brought Canter’s 
owner a total of $59,340, by Vartue 
of his Maryland breeding. The Fu- 
turity was worth $65,880, with 
364,340 to the winner, with $5000 
added by the Maryland Jockey 
Club for a Maryland bred colt.

é6 LLAN UPDEGRAFF,” said 
Are editor, in dispensing 
that writer’s new book, 
“Dancers in the Wind,” (Bont & 
Liveright)———-“‘Allan Updegraff is 
a poet and his novel ought to be 


poetic. Can't you feel the Beauty 
in that title?” 
Beauty, indeed, and poetry 


abound in the title and ip the 
pages; the style has poetic quali- 
ties; the locale, save for an wun- 
happy period of fts transfer from 
the Berkshires to New York City, 
is worthy of the dancing, wind- 
swept picture given of it. There 
are readers who will rebel at the 
idea of marriage which Mr. Upde- 
graff presents, and about which he 
had to break out in thinly velled 
speeches In the book, but somehow 
this chronicler faltled to be shocked. 
Reformers, members of the organ!- 
zation utilized by the author for a 
bit of modern color and referred 
to by him asthe “Kill-a-Kyke-a 
Day Society,”’ and other regulators 
doubtless will denounce the work 
as degenerate. 

We might as well be frank. The 
hermit-hero, who had enough of 
ordinary marriage in three dreary 
metropolitan attempts, and whose 
thoughts dance in the wind of his 
Berkshire ridge, and the girl, who 
arouses all his higher and sower 
emotions, are married without even 
the benefit of a Justice of the 
Peace, and, maintaining separate, 
interchangeable establishments in 
the old Gramercy Park saction of 
New York, pursue their separate 
vocations; he reviews books and 
writes, and she jollies promoters to 
keep herself in a job, meanwhil» 
offering major and minor spirituc! 
comfort to men and women Of all 
ages and kinds, in which her kisses 
aid not a little. 

Sordid the plot seema, from this 
sketchy outline, yet Mr. Updegraff 
somehow manages to keep his story 
above that actuality. We couldn't 
help liking both the characters, anil 
we failed to find disgust in their 
solution of what they conceived to 
be their problem. The reaciion of 
every reader in this respect prol- 
ably will vary from that of every 
other. The hermit is a pleasant, 
introspective, 42-year-old apprecia- 
tor of life, the wind, the sky and 
hills and the vagaries of mankini«.

painted and delicately molded 
from common unbaked clay, and 
have no reference to souls or repu- 
tations. Although the Chinese be- 
lieve that trees and mountains and 
other inanimate things have souls, 
so, perhaps, they think these tell 
ing figurines have also. 

In the city of Tientsin, China, 
where 750.000 members of the yel- 
low ratce live and love and amuse 
themselves, a large number of the 
inhabitants spend their time cre- 
ating these fantastic “Mud Men.” 
Each one represents some charac- 
ter in a well-known Chinese play. 
Arranged along the shelves in the 
bazars there are priests, warriors, 
innkeepers, students and various 
other figures that would appear in 
dramatic role. 

Players leading in the Chinese 
shows and having a peculiar ap- 
peal to popular fancy are repro- 
duced in clay. These are sold not 
only to the constant stream of vis- 
jtors, but to the natives as well. 

Chinese history and dramatic 
lore are embodied in these matinee 
idols. The leaders who ruled with 
more or less heavy hands in the 
Celestial Empire during the time of 
the “Three Kingdoms” still dom- 
inate the imagination of the play- 
goers and producers. 

One interesting group. shown in 
the collections ts inspired by the 
play, “The Return of Liu Pei,” 


wherein the great general, Liu Pet; 
his daughter, Sun Fu Jen, and her 
husband, Capt. Chao Yun, present 
a fantastic and spectacular appear- 
ance. 

In the city of Tientain lives the 
Viceroy of the province, for most 
of the year, and therefore pomp 
and ceremony is of special import 
ance to even the humbler citizens. 
Among the public buildings i «a 
university where instruction in 
Western learning is given. 

There is also an arsenal, 4 num- 
ber of cotton mills and other in- 
dustrial plants. A long stretch of 
wharf extends along the river front, 
from which are shipped all mana- 
ner of useful articles. But while 
rice, beans, wool, skins, straw
